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THE LINK BETWEEN 
CRYSTALS AND WATER 

by Marcel Vogel 

A nother aspect of our work is investig¬ 
ation of the question as to why there 
should be such an amazing connection be¬ 
tween crystals and healing. In this regard 
it is interesting to observe that there are 
crystalline structures literally all over the 
body. One of the most obvious crystalline 
structures we have is, of course, our 
bones. But we have another, more astound¬ 
ing and very remarkable set of systems 

called liquid crystals. These are truly a 
liquid, a fluid and a crystal all at the 
same time. 

The cell walls are liquid crystals, 

which are called "lyotropic mesophases." 
They allow the cells to move charges, to 
transport material and still hold a 
membrane-like structure. I am also looking 
in^vthe bloodstream to see if I can find 
ac .ional new modalities of these systems. 

But it is the brain that has the largest 

number of crystalline structures, found in 
its concetration of cholesterol esters, most 
of which are liquid crystal systems. These 
are very, very sensitive to electrical 
charges, capable of being oriented by the 
minutest electrical charge and polarized to 
lock into position. If healing energy is 
electromagnetic in nature, then a connec¬ 
tion to the brain — and through the brain 
to the mind and emotions — becomes more 
understandable. 

Another very significant discovery in 
this work is that the vehicle — the sub¬ 


stance — that stores the healing energy is 
water, especially when one has the proper 
combination of electrolytes in the water. 
In an experiment we did in Germany, for 
example, we invited an Augustinian priest 
to say Mass for us each day as we sat 
together holding hands in a circle, with a 
vessel of water on a table in the middle 
of the circle. In this research we mea¬ 
sured the energy level of the water — and 
also of the crystals that each individual 
had with them — using a measuring instru¬ 
ment called the Omega 5. We did measure¬ 
ments from the first through the fourth 
day. On the first day, the reading was 
about 103 units of energy in both the 
crystals and in the water. This amount 
increased exponentially until, on the 
fourth day, it went up to 10^ 4 — that’s 
10 with 3 4 zeros after it! The increase 
was enormous, and everyone among us 
could feel its effects. We were pulled 
together like a family. 

I took a sample of this water home 
with me in a sealed bottle, and two 
months later I again put it on the Omega 
5 and measured the energy level. It had 
exactly the same value as we had mea¬ 
sured earlier in Germany. I then placed a 
quantity of this water in the ultraviolet 
spectrophotometer and measured its char¬ 
acteristics in the far ultraviolet. The 
spectra ran off the chart! The energy 
charge was so intense that the settings we 
had been using for the normal work we do 
were simply not adequate to measure it.

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So, just from prayer and meditation and 
singing, the water and our bodies were 
changed — a change that I was able to 
quantify and measure with equipment I 

have designed. 

But so what? Why should we be inter¬ 
ested in making these kinds of measure¬ 

ments? Isn't it enough just to be able to 
use that energy in healing? To such ques¬ 
tions I would reply that there is a great 
therapeutic advantage in using these sim¬ 
ple instruments, such as the Omega 5, to 
measure this energy, for by doing so, a 
therapist can quantify the force that he 
or she is using with a client and get 

numerical values for the effectiveness of 


their therapy. In other words, it enables 
one to determine the charge balance be¬ 
fore and after the treatment. It is f"* 
like the process of charging a capaciteVt- 
One puts a certain charge into it and can 
then measure the energy of that capacitor 
with electronic equipment. Now it is pos¬ 
sible to do the same thing with the energy 
of love — or the energy of well-being of 
the client, if you prefer. In fact, I have 
built a whole laboratory for this type of 
study and work, because I believe that is 
of utmost importance at this critical time 
in history, when not only many individuals, 
but the entire planet, is desperately in 
need of radical new methods of healing.

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In the future I see more and more 
therapists moving toward dealing with 
jptf^ple lovingly — for example, praying 
dther after they complete a session; 
having empathy with the person. That em¬ 
pathy will be the healing force. For the 
type of healing practiced, whatever it is, 
can be only as good as the degree of love 
that is in the heart of the therapist. For 
this reason, those in the healing profes¬ 
sions must learn to move beyond just going 
through a fixed ritual or practice — for 
example, merely moving tissues if one is 
doing massage therapy. If we become ma¬ 
ture enough, the esoteric teaching of the 
subtle vehicles, the energetic bodies and 
their role in healing, can be openly taught 
in medical schools. And once this is given, 
the whole area will open up and be under¬ 
stood and respected rather than being re¬ 
garded as a magical art. 

This is the reason I am focusing my 
work on water, investigating the structure 
of water and the modalities of measure¬ 
ment that will give the knowledge neces¬ 
sary so we can structure water with crys¬ 
tals. And one of the most awe-inspiring 
facts to emerge from this research into 
the healing properties of water is the 


discovery that the moment we think, our 
thought generates a field which penetrates 
into matter and can lock into matter. 

For example, if I just hold a glass of 
water in my hands, draw breath in, look 
at the water, and think a particular 
thought, that matter will imediately take 
on a certain charge according to the na¬ 
ture and intensity of the thought — a 
charge which can now be physically detec¬ 
ted and measured using the instruments 
and techniques I have developed. Then I 
can look on that water again, 10 feet 
away from me, draw my breath in, and 
cancel the charge of energy previously put 
into it. All this purely by the power of 
thought. 

This shows that the powers you and I 
have are truly awesome, if we but realize 
and understand them. There is a Divine 
spark in each one of us, and we manifest 
that spark when we are able to recognize 
the good — the intrinsic value — that is 
within another person. The wonder of heal¬ 
ing is that simply by recognizing this Di¬ 
vine spark of goodness, I kindle it. Then 
the light gets brighter and the other per¬ 
son begins to shine. That is healing — real 
healing — the healing of the spirit.

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THE USE OF SMOKEY 
QUARTZ CRYSTALS TO CLEAR 
THE EFFECTS OF RADIATION: 
PRELIMINARY RESULTS

D uring the Caribbean cruise seminars in 
May, 1988, Marcel mentioned his vis¬ 
it to Germany following the Chernobyl 
nuclear power plant accident where he saw 
the after-effects of radiation exposure up¬ 
on the vegetation there. At that time, his 
intuition guided him to use a smokey 
quartz crystal to withdraw the residual 
radiation, the crystal itself subsequently 
being cleared by shining red light from the 
visible part of the color spectrum upon 
the crystal. 

We were able to begin investigating 
the validity of this approach during my 
recent stay a P.R.I. Initially, a smokey 
quartz was exposed to x-radiation of 90 
kv (kilovolts), 10 ma (milliamps) for 12 
msec (milliseconds) at a cathode — object 
distance of 45 cm. Measurement of the 
exposed crystal using the Omega 5 Meta- 
tronics instrument revealed absorbed ener¬ 
gy of all measureable levels. That energy 
was cleared from the exposed crystal by: 


A. Transmitting visible red light 

(680 nm) to the crystal via the Omega 5 

machine for 7 seconds or more. 

B. Shining light from a flashlight 

through a translucent red filter 

(68 0 nm) for 7 seconds or more. 

C. Clearing the crystal with intention 

and pulsed breath, using the 

procedure recommended for clear¬ 
ing the Vogel-cut tm crystals. 

It was found that the energy from the 
exposed crystal could not be transferred 
to water by spinning this water around the 
crystal with either Alhambra purified water 


or Alhambra water with CaF 2 added. How¬ 
ever, the energy was transferred with the 
addition of Si0 2 or powdered smokey 
quartz. 

IN VIVO RESULTS 


A subject's right cheek was exposed 
to an identical amount of x-radiation. 
There was no change in Omega 5 measure¬ 
ments -of the subject's saliva swabbed from 
the exposed area before and after the 
exposure. Marcel suggested using a small 
smokey quartz crystal as an indicator. 
Using Omega 5 measurements, the cleared 
smokey quartz crystal picked up energy 
after being held for 10 seconds on the 
inside of the cheek. Shining red light 
(680 nm) on the inside of the cheek for 
various times did not alter that energy 
pick-up. However, merely pointing another 
single-terminated smokey quartz crystal at 
the subject's right cheek (outside the 
mouth) for 10 seconds resulted in no such 
energy pick-up. 

Conclusion: The residual energy of 
the x-radiation exposure was removed by 
pointing the end of a single-terminated 
smokey quartz crystal at the exposed site 
for 10 seconds. The energy was subse¬ 
quently removed from the latter crystal 
via the pulsed breath clearing procedure, 
but could also have been removed by shi¬ 
ning a red light upon the crystal for 7 
seconds. 

(Editor's note: These are preliminary 

results only. The research continues.)

MORE ON THE INNER EARTH

recent articles, I put forth a theory 
ot1 at the earth had been placed in dan¬ 
ger by underground nuclear explosions. We 
have gone with the " ostrich approach" to 
testing our nuclear weapons, that out of 
sight is out of mind, and that we only had 
to bury these things in order to render 
them harmless. The effects of atmospheric 
blasts were obvious — radioactivity carried 
on the jetstream to every corner of the 
globe — but underground blasts will in the 
long run prove to be just as harmful. 

This series of articles provoked re¬ 
action among a few scientists who took 
the time to write and tell me that I 
didn’t know what I was talking about. One 
of them pointed out that I was in error 
when I said that earth’s mantle was com¬ 
posed of obsidian, and that it was, in 
reality, made up of a complex array of 
garnets and alumnio-silicates in general. It 


was also stated that the idea of a hollow 
earth is unscientific and ludicrous. On this 
point I agree, there certainly is no hollow 
earth, as my articles have made clear. 

I used a combination of scientific 
articles, books and journals and psychic or 
visionary writings as my sources for these 
articles. The idea that the earth's mantle 
is composed of obsidian came from the 
books~ by the psychic Hilarion. 

Obsidian is a black silicate. If you 
will examine the June, 1988 Scientific 
American article on "Perovskites" you will 
see that very dark silicates such as mag¬ 
nesium-iron silicate and calcium silicate 
(also known as Perovskites) are thought to 
compose the lower portion of the mantle. 
The fact that both Perovskites and ob¬ 
sidian are black in appearance seems to 
indicate the confusion of the psychic mis¬ 
taking one for the other. The psychic 
"saw" a black crystalline material in the

obsidian. 

My reference to the fact that the 
earth could be hollow is also a belief of 
Hilarion as well as many other psychics. 
This is an illustration of the confusion 
that occurs when something is seen psych¬ 
ically. If there are beings and an entire 
civilization inside the earth, then is this a 
vision of material reality or is it one of a 
fourth dimensional or astral reality? Based 
upon my experience in seeing psychics 
"channel,” I would submit that many of 
them are unable to tell the difference 
between a material and non-material real¬ 
ity, or the physical and astral worlds, and 
often confuse one for the other. The hol¬ 
low earth is, in reality, an astral world 
where the souls or energy bodies of people 
may reside for some period of time.

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ENERGY FOLLOWS THOUGHT

In my workshop presentations I sometimes 
a graphic demonstration of the power 
oT"*one's mind or thought forms on an¬ 
other's energy field to show energy follows 
thought. This can be done by locating the 
outer edge of a subject's primary energy 
field with dowsing rods. While the dowser 
is walking toward the subject, the two 
parallel dowsing rods spread apart when 
they reach the boundary of the subject's 
energy field. I stop at this point and then 
request that a third person focus his at¬ 
tention on the subject's right shoulder. 
The dowsing rod corresponding to that 
shoulder closes in, moving toward center 
in front of the dowser; the other rod 
corresponding to the left side of the sub¬ 
ject's energy field remains open or to the 
side. Thus, this third person's mind fo¬ 
cused on the subject at that particular 
location contracted (closed up) his energy 
field. 1 then asked the subject to think 
loving thoughts of himself. The dowsing 
rod on the right that had previously closed 
in immediately opened up and moved to a 
side position. Energy follows thought. 

Can you imagine how many thoughts 
people are sending you in the course of 
Mt one day! How do you counteract this 
'^ibardment? When one thinks loving 
tnoughts, energy flows, one's breathing 
changes, dilation of the cells occurs, and 
expansion of one's being takes place, 
transmuting these energies or thought 
forms into more harmonious forms. 

One young man in my workshop, after 
witnessing this demonstration, became 
aware that he was judging people. He 
spoke up and said he realized that his 
judgmental thoughts probably affected 
these people. This is true, but they also 
affect the thinker. 

Another dowsing rod experiment was 


done with a young man focusing his "judg¬ 
mental" thoughts on another subject. But 
this time, the dowser did the measuring of 
the thinker's energy field. The dowsing 
rods, before the projection of the thought, 
were open at a certain distance out from 
the thinker. After the "judgmental" 
thought was projected toward the subject, 
the dowsing rods measuring the thinker’s 
energy field turned inward. In other 
words, the thinker's field contracted or 
collapsed. The thought form or energy 
acted upon the thinker in a like manner as 
did the receiver of this projected energy! 

This young man in the workshop spoke 
up again and expressed his concern about 
his new realization of the power of 
thought.
